WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(I. N. S.)—Manifestly con- 


cerned over evidences of wavering in their ranks and per- 
turbed over the growing bitterness of the fight, the admin- 
istration-democratic coalition of World court forces radically 
revised the plan of American adherence today and extended 
an olive branch to the irreconcilables in the senate. 


The Swanson resolution, pr-oposing American adherence 


on the original Hughes reservations, virtually was aban- 
doned, and in its stead, Senator Swanson brought in prac- 
tically a brand new resolution, containing six fresh reserva- 
tions. 


These reservations pro-vide among 


other things that no American do- 
mestic question can ever be sub- 
mitted to the court and that the 
United. States can withdraw from 
the court at an> time. 
The day's development tonight 


appeared to indicatb that the pro- 
tocol will be ratified next week. 


The irreconctlc.bles hailed Kwa-n- 


son's about-face as a victory and 
as an abandonment of their orig- 
inal stand by the court's friends.

HUGHES URGES 
COURTJENTRY 


Former Secretary Of State 


Tells New York Lawyers 
U. S. Should Welcome Op- 
portunity To Give Adher- 
ence To Protocol.

—Charles E. Hughes, former secre- 
tary of state, addressing the New 
York State Bar association here to- 
night, urged America's entry into

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Figures Indicate Big 


Industry of Nebraska 


Two sets of figures recently published shed new light 


on industry in Nebraska, the state which some people 
seem to think is only a "country 
of flat and rolling 


plains," so far as manufactures are concerned. 


Both tables are supplied by a federal agent and so, 


as far as they go, are unprejudiced and reliable. Of the 
2,000 or so industries in the state, 383 replied to q-Jes- 
tionaires concerning their capital, production, wages 
paid, and other items. 


Just these 383 companies used material worth $180,- 


699,986 and produced finished products worth $234,670,- 
425 during one year. Their combined capital amounted 
to $88,321,918. They paid wages amounting to $25,516,- 
523, and the employes numbered 16,692 men and 4,198 
women, with an extremely small percentage of children 
—170 altogether. 


Working hours ranged from as low as 6 hours to as 


high as 12 a day, but generally the average was 8 hours 
a day. Wages paid were as high as $14 and not infre- 
quently more than $10 a day. 


Included in the list of industries are agricultural ma- 


chinery, automobile, beet sugar, bakeries, building ma- 
terials, brooms, canneries, canvas 
goods, 
cooperage, 


carpets, furniture, concrete, clothing, caskets. That is 
but a small part of the dozens named, but is enough to 
show the great variety of the manufactures . 


It is enough, also, to show that manufacturing-tm a 


large scale not only is possible in Nebraska but is be- 
ing done. Those who claim otherwise cannot be aware 
of the situation, or possible have an ax or so to grind. 
Nebraska manufactures are thriving to be sure, but 
would be still better off if the people of the state were 
aware of its importance and of the advantage obtained in 
patronizing it. 


For the prosperity of Nebraska, just like the pros- 


perity of any region or nation, rests proportionately on 
all of the pursuits and industries within its borders.

Nearly Two Million Dollars

Gasoline Tax. 


Co'lections of fees, licenses, and 


miscellaneous receipts by the state 
agriculture 
department 
in 
1925 


reached the immense total of $2 - 
351 024 as reported to State Audit- 
or Marsh by C. A. Sommer, state 
accountant, after a detailed exam- 
ination and audit of its accounts 
and records. Of this large sum, 
nearly $2,000,000 was gasoline tax 
collected during: the last 9 months 
of the year. Other moneys taken 
in were turned into the general 
fund, but the department is author- 
ized to spend its receipts, asida 
from gasoline tax, in carrying \ on 
us various activities. 
, Here are the sums respective!} 
realized from the various sources, 
as checked by the state accountant: 
Gaso ine tax, $1,991,884; 
gram& 


and fish, $167.465; oil inspection, 
$107,011; weights and measures in- 
spection, 
$21,991; 
dairy division, 


$18058- hotel and rooming house

Small Discrepancy in Oil Fees. 
Out of $61,924 of excess fees col- 


lected by the state for oil inspec- 
tions under the old rate ,of 6c per 
barrel, 75 per cent was refunded to 
the various companies under de- 
cree of the distiict court In Doug- 
las countv, which found the fees to 
be ureasonably high. The state -got 
back $15,481. Mr. Sommer says in 
his report that this was S125 less 
than its share of 25 per cent. He 
assumes Jthat amount was paid as 
court costs, but there is nothing on 
file to show what became of the 
money. The state's side of the case 
was hand ed by TV" C. Dorsey of 
Omaha. 
The state accountant mildly criti- 


cises the agriculture department for 
paying part of the traveling expense 
of veterinarians testing- cattle un- 
der the area plan for bovine tuber- 
culosis. As he interprets the la\v 
this expense should all be borne by 
the counties where the work is 
done. Board and lodging-, together 
with a few items of railroad fare, 
Have been borne by the state. Only 
$G,96S has been 
charged 
to the 
counties as their share, and but 
$4,932 of this has been paid, leav- 
ing $2,036 due. 
The state pays salaries of its 


veterinary inspectors. The state and 
the federal govei nment together re- 
imburse catt e owners for two- 
thirds the appraised value of each 
animal condemned. 


Old Fees Unaccounted For. 


Mr. Sommer found that $1G1 ot 


fees was a pparently collected by 
three former inspectors who served 
under 
the 
Bryan administration 


which fees were not deposited in 
the state treasury and are not re- 
corded on the books of the agri- 
cultural department. 


The present administration re- 


quires its inspectors to give bond 
for $500 each.

The 
bloody piece of carpet was found by 
police "late this afternoon 150 feet 
from th« spot where the grirl's head 
was discovered in a clump of bushes 
near a creek under a small railroad 
bridge. 
The head, wrapped in a Philadel- 
phia newspaper dated December 21, 
1923, was unmarked and like the 
the legs had been severed from the 
body with the expert diasectlonal 
touch of a professional surgeon. 
The grirl's head had been jammed 


among- the trestle supports of the 
railroad bridge.

marks on it to indicate how she had 
met death and an analysis of the 
vital org-ans by the county physician 
failed to throw any light on the 
means employed for murder.

of dogs, 
of French wine at 
the 
fincas. and of malaria fever. 


Mr. Shepard left the first 
of 
May, 1924, spending two days at 
Memphis, a week at New Orleans, 
and then sailing for Puerta Bar- 
rios, Guatamala, where he was an 
accountant for the United Fruit 
Co. Later he became an account- 
ant for Kmpresa Guatemalteca de 
Electrocidad, a branch of the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., at Guatamala 
City. 
There he remained until 
April 19, 1925, and then returned 
to New York by the way of King- 
ston and Santiago. At New York 
City We was superintendent of the 
payroll department for the General 
Motors 
company 
for 
several 
months before he came to visit rel- 
atives in Kansas last fall. 
A water 
spout was the 
main 
e-icnt in the sea trip from Nexv 
Orleans, Mr. Shepard relates. The 
ship tried to outrun it but wa.5 
caught on the fringe of the cyclonic 
storm. 
No one cared to eat for 
awhile. 
Puerta Barrios is one of the larg- 
est banana holdings of the United 
Fruit Co., and three or four ship- 
loads are Bent out every -week 
Much of the fruit from the 40 bj 
80 mile strip is floated down the 
Mataugua river, loaded on trains 
and then on the ships. 


The 
plantations, COO to 1,200 
acres in extent, are all worked by 
Indian laborers paid a few cents a 
day. 
Malaria is necessarily prevalent' 
where 160 inches of rain falls an1 
iiuallv and it is a common custom 
to take 10 grains of quinine daily 
to stave off the fever. 
Shepard 
neglected to do so, ivas laid up in 
a hospital a couple of months, and 
took 60 grains a day to shake off 
the ailment. 
The tropic heat is 
usually not more than 85 degrees, 
but excessive moisture makes it 
hard to bear. 
A desert is crossed by narrow- 
gauge train to reach Guatamala 
City. The elevation there is 5,000 
feet and deer hunting a favorite 
sport. If its meat one wants, sajs 
Shepard, procure a lantern and ,a 
shotgun. Attracted by the light at 
night, the animals crowd up and 
the rest is simple. 
But for sport, a pack of hounds 
is 
the only 
thing. 
They 
trail 


through the coffee fincas and su- 
gar plantations and the whole af- 
fair Is ended with a siesta at some 
.finca house, where wine and re- 
freshment are provided. 
This is 


another item in the lure of the 
tropics.

engineer's office for the first large 
special assessment project 
to bo 


launched by Commissioner Duncan's 
department as soon as weather will 
permit in the spring. It is the pav- 
ing of North Sixteenth street from 
Vine north and. connection with the 
Holdrege street viaduct at Seven- 
teenth street. 
It is also expected 


that Y and \\* streets from Six- 
teenth to Seventeenth street and 
North Side avenue will be paved at 
the same timo. 


Includcd In the project will be a 


storm sewer of sufficient size to 
care'for the drainage of the entire 
district. Preliminary surveys of the 
district indicate the server will vary 
in size from 30 to 36 inches. These 
figures may have to be changed, 
however, when the final plans are 
drawn. It is estimated that the cost 
of the project will be at least $30.- 
00 . The cost of the improvement 
will be assessed against the abut- 
ting property. 


This is au improvement needed 


more than any other in the city, ac- 
cording- to Commissioner Duncan, 
who said Saturday night that he is 
meeting 
with 
encouragement on 


every hand. Paving the streets and 
building the sower will not only 
drain that territory, he added, but 
it will also add a new avenue to 
and from the city over the Holdrege 
street viaduct, and provide a second 
street to care for visitors coming 
into the city front the fair grounds 
during- the state fair. 


Says Others Needed. 


City Engineer Erickson said the

Of Low, Come In to County Assessor 0. C. Bell 


A patient, resigned official behind 


the bailed ivindow In the county 
treasurer's office was arguing, as 
is not unusual, w 1th an. irate tax- 
payer. 


"I don't caie," lesumed the i t. 


''That -valuation on m> 
house is 


lower than the one on m\ next door 
neighbor's,, 
and 
she 
has only a 


three-roomed 
thing- 
Mine's 
t«o 


stories high and almost ne\\.'' 


Again the resigned 
official ex- 


plained that a low valuation means 
a low tax, but that the assessor 
would doubtless be glad to boost 
both -xaluation and tax on demand 


Again the irate taxpayer began, 


"I don't 
care—" 
but this time 


backed out the door and departed 
before he had finished the sentence. 


"That instance," remarked County 


Assessor O. C. Bell sententiouslj, 
"wa<5 a freak " 


It certainly was. 
The taxpajer In 


question did not go BO far as to 
see Mi. Bell himself about his low 
valuation. 
But just the fact that 


anyone should even think that Ms 
assessment ought to be advanced is 
abnormal 
Somehow the human 


mind does not run that way 
In all his years as Lancaster- 


county assessor, Mr Bell has re- 
ceived hundreds, thousand of com- 
plaints on high valuations, but naiy 
a .one on low 


Argues Two Hours. 


A case in point that was 'simply 


a fright" occuued on the day when 
a, repoiter called to ask Mr Bell 
about the ins and outs of his busi- 
ness. A certain Lincoln man who 
had puschased a 1924 automobile 
for $1,700 found his car was being 
taxed, for $780 
He 
thought 
$650 


would be a fairer figure and de- 
manded redress 
Now that valua- 


tion of $780 is fixed by a carefullv 
worked out table of statistics, and 
Mr. Bell told him so 
The owner 


then asserted his car -nas a 1923 
model 
He '"as shown his auto li- 


cense slip 
He claimed he was not 


at home when the assessor arrived 
He was sho-nn his own signature 
approving the schedule He spent 
two 
hours and 
twenty minutes 


arguing and pleading- and finally 
went away when he found that he 
would have had to pay but $275 
less taxes If he had got the reduc- 
tion asked 


J'That's what we pav our fort>- 


eight assessors for," explains Mr. 
Bell. 
' They go out and see the 


property, and we can't go over their 
heads every time someone comes 
into the office " 


A woman walked a mile to the 


court house the 
other 
day 
and 


argued fifteen minutes over -whether 
a dozen chickens or just six should 
Be put down on her schedule 
The 


matter made 18 cents difference in 
her taxes 


It's not the "big fellows" in Lin- 


coln and Lancaster county -nho aie 
getting out of paying taxes, in the 
opinion of the county assessor They 
never pay more than they have to, 
of course, but they send in complete 
lists of their property, with stocks, 


real estate, fixtures and other items 
calculated accurately. 
They have 


the facilities and the accounts to do 
this sort of thing-, and they do it 
well. 
Store stocks and fixtures, never- 


theless, are about as evident as real 
estate. Real evasion of taxes comes 
in t)4 matter of money, jewels and 
other small: valuable articles 


How many watches and clocks are 


there in Lincoln and Lancaster' 


Quite a few. one would sa}, but 


only 6.771 were taxed. That's about 
one for every twenty people 
Published 
figures by Lincoln banks 


show deposits ot $28,564, 764. but 
only $4.248,065 in money was re- 
ported 
for 
taxation. 
Lancaster 


county has but $145,895 worth of 
jewels. on<e finds 
It takes education to be willing 


to be taxed properly, Mr. Bell be- 
lieves. Every Innovation, such as 
the phonograph an'd radio, results 
in thousands of dollars worth of 
property 
being accumulated, 
yet 


that property does not show up very 
well on, tax schedules for years. 


Radios Undeclared. 


Take the radio, for instance. Since 


1925, 
there must have been more 


of them installed in homes of this 
city than phonographs. Yet valua- 
tions on the latter total $240.000 as 
compared with $85,275 for the wire- 
less sets In time. Mr. Bell believes, 
the fans will become reconciled to 
having their hobby taxed. They will 
come to regard it less as a hobby 
and more as a substantial piece of 
furniture which should bear part 
of the tax burden 


After all, the assessor must de- 


pend largely on what the house- 
holder tells him He can make his 
own valuatiotv when he sc^s a piano, 
but he cannot get figurps on how 
much there is in the bank, nor how 
many jars of fruit there are in the 
cellar nor glasses of jellv in the at- 
tic He simply hasn/t the time to 
poke into every nook and cranny 


Who's believe it, but there are 


$42,165 
worth 
of 
dogs 
trotting 


around Lancaster county! .As the 
dog himself often meets the asses- 
sor at the door, he usually goes 
dovvn on the book for $10 No mat- 
ter how scrawny a mongrel pup 
he was, or how worthless at chas- 
ing rabbits, his official value is $10 
Show dogs and pet poodles get equal 
justice from the assessor He has 
found 4,183 of them in the countv. 
One owner volunteered that his 
can,me was worth $100, and some 
other variations from the $10 stand- 
ard were made, so that the average 
worth of a Lancaster county dog, 
in the «yes of the law, is $10 08. 


Dogs Worth $10. 


It is on the question of dogs and 


pianos that the assessor often has 
his hardest fights 
Many poor per- 


sons take a liking for dogs, it seems, 
and have two or three of them 
When set down on the books at HO 
each, they boost taxes considerablv 
Then the widow or old man w ho 
owned them walk slowly to the 
court house, holds up his little tax 
bill and pleads for a reduction 


' It's hard in such cases," the as- 


sessor admits, "but I have to tell 
them to get rid of the dogs. They 
have them, and we can't do an> - 
thing1 but tax them." 


In f.ie matter of pianos, the owner 


Inquires where in the woild anv 
dam fool assessor got the idea of 
putting a ten-} ear-old box down 
at $75 It couldn't be sold for $30, 
he asserts.

In spite of all tribulations, Mr. 


Bell is fairly well satisfied with the 
manner in which Lancastei county 
tesidents tuin in their schedules 
They do it far more honestly than 
in some other counties, he sa>s 
For mstanve, the assessed value of 
Douglas county is $360,000,000 as 
compared with the $175,000,000 fpi 
Lancaster—onlv twice as much. 


It was in Omaha recently that 


a citizen started a row when, fol-

had hiked liis property valuation bv 
the amount of the jew els stolen He 
protested he would "not be the 
goaf 'and threatened to declare the 
names of other Omahans who had 
laige amounts of undeclared jewels 
But he backed doun.

$18,000 Earned By Students 


Placed By University Y.M.C.A. 


The University of Nebraska Y. 


M. C. A. employment bureau re- 
ceived a total of 827 applications 
for student employment from tho 
beginning: of the first semester to 
January 15, 1326. Of this number, 
412 men have been placed—255 In 
temporary part-time jobs, and 157 
in permanent part-time positions. 
The estimated earnings of students 
during this period from temporary 
part-time work 
was 
$944.70, and 


from the 157 permanent positions, 
$17,422.60. 
The 
total 
estimated 
earnings of 
students 
placed 
in 


positions through the bureau was 
$18,367.30. 


"Expressions of employers on the 
capability of students have been al- 
most unanimous in approval," de- 
clares William S. Trumbull, secre- 
tary of the bureau. 
"There is no 
question but that student help Is 
just as reliable, if not more reliable, 
than any other kin dof help. As wo 
stated at 
the beginning of the 
school year, we try to fill all open- 


ings 
with 
students particularly 


qualified to do tho work wanted. 
\Ve believe 
that 
this led 
to in- 
eroasingly better results." 


Mr. Trumbull also states that a 
larger percentage of the students 
seeking work have had more ac- 
tual 
experience than 
in 
former 
years. This sometimes results from 
the necessity to work while in high 
! school. The training gained in that 
way proves of sr^at value in earn- 
ing expenses at college. Such per- 


j sons are much better prepared to 
face the stiff competition offered 
by older men with more experience.

help the younger men who must

The Nebraska. Council of Christ- 


ian Education, a successor to the 
Nebraska State Sunday School as- 
sociation, with the aid of the de- 
nominational educational secretaries 
of the state, is arranging; an ex- 
tensive program for church school 
workers. 
With the completion of 


these plans, it will be possible for a 
single church school, or a group of 
them, to have a standard training- 
school for church 
workers or a 


week-end institute,'the latter a less- 
detailed and a much shorter course 
than the former. ' 


A standard training- school is .'i 


series of ten or twelve sessions of 
one or more classes, whose member? 
ship, under accredited instructors, 
stud'ies 
a text 
book of teachers' 


training. A successful examination 
entitles 
the student 
to a certifi- 


cate from some one of the denomin- 
ational boards of religrious education. 
An institute lasts but a dJ.y or two 
and builds its program toward the 
achievement of a few definite and 
constructive 
ends in some one or 


more of the aspects of modern Sun- 
day school work, as these arc pre- 
stented 
by trained workers. 
This 


course is shorter than that of the 
training: school and it does not re- 
quire special study by those at- 
tending-. 


Standard 3-Year Course. 
. 


The workers of all Nebraska de- 


nominations have mot in conven- 
tions and in annual county and 
state meeting's for fifty-nine years, 
to discuss and hear discussed all 
phases of Sunday school work. A:; 
the desire for detailed aid becamn 
noticeable, the conventions became 
departmentalized.

idea of presenting a series of sub- 
jects 
under one-

brought additional training. 
At the present time, the standard

Based upon past

holding a meeting, and that the in- 
stitute shall be a union one, unit- 
ing as 
many as 
possible of the 


evangelical denominations. Such an 
arrangement provides the largest 
momentum and the greatest inter- 
stimulation of workers, according to 
one writer. 


The state office acts as a clear- 


ing house In the organization of in- 
stitutes wherever a call is made in 
the state. The details of tho insti- 
tute and the selection of speakers 
are arranged by the local commit- 
tee. The work of holding county 
conventions through which all Sides 
of church school work are promoted 
for all denominationsr keeping rec 
ords, and raising the building fund 
to provide for an all year training

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Early Christian Art 


For ten long centuries Christian art dared 


not raise its lieacl above the surface of the 
earth. 
True, tlie Romans announced new 


gods, but their form, remained pagan for it- 
teas ilic Oriental slave who propagated the 
Christian religion in Rome. 


From the first century onward graven and 


painted -figures were appearing upon the 
walls of the Catacombs. But among the 
upper classes it remained until the eleventh 
century for the new order to secure a depend- 
abl footing. Then came the cathedrals with 
the wealth of statues and paintings all of 
the new Christian order. 


It. was impossible that the monk sculptors 


of the early period should discover any more 
than a meager type of nature—emaciated, 
compressed and, suffering 
like themselves. 


Long figwcs which make a tragic effort 
to 


break the mould of Eysantium were flattened 
against the new facades mechanically ex- 
pressing an arrested symbolism. 
For they 


were not tlie rulers who directed the artistry 
but only the artisans who dared not to ex- 
ceed tlie demands of those in power.

BUCK LECTURES TO 
LITERATURE GROUP 


The literature department of the 


-.incoln Woman's club met as usual 
Thursday afternoon in the Y. W. C. 
•V.. After a gioup of piano selections 
jy little Miss Dorothy Carlson and 
he responses to roll call which were 
quotations from Hawthorne, resolu- 
tions were presented and adopted 
expressing regret at the coming de- 
parture of Dean Buck from Lincoln, 
and the deep appreciation of his 
wonderful lectures to the depart- 
ment 


Dean Buck's subject for the af- 


ernoon lecture was Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, the critic, whom he con- 
siders the most interesting of all 
American authors. Dr. Buck said 
in part "While Emerson was prob- 
ably more widely known abroad, 
Hawthorne was more generally read 
and admired in America. 


"Thoreau, Emerson 
and Haw- 


thorno were close friends, living in- 
ternally: there was nothing excit- 
ing in their lives. 
They were all 


transcendentalists, but very differ- 
ent in their ideas. Thoreau was so 
extreme in his views that he re- 
fused to pay his taxes 
and was 


lodged in jail until a friend came 
along, paid his taxes and had him 
relaesed. 
Hawthorne's 
greatness 


was in the thorough test he gave 
all 
the 
leading 
transcendental 


theories, working them out in his 
laboratory of short stories, proving 
many of them fallacious. 


"From 1S43-1S46 he lived In Con- 


.leutral and Impartial. We are far 
enough from the Civial war today to 
seeclearly that there was good and 
bad on both bides; that neither side 
was all dovily or all angel. We arc far 
enough to see clearly that the right 
causewon — to say it would 
have 


been a tragedy if the 
soutthern 


cause had won. Hawthorne realized 
that the present is the result of the 
past —developed from it. 
"Thoreau's, 
Hawthorne's 
a*id 


Emerson's 
theories of transcen- 


dentalism were not especially dan- 
gerous to themselves because they 
kept their New England conscience. 
Hawthorne, was the moral critic of 
that creed. He was the most typical 
of America of all our writers. 
He 


was a novelist of restricted society 
— not the free and easy pioneer typo. 
His short stories show his definite 
thoroughness more than his longer 


Emerson, says we rise by stepping 
stones of our dead selves; that ex- 
perience is always a safe guide. By 
his short story, 'Dr. Heidegger's 
Experiment,' . Hawthorne's charac- 
ters, four venerable friends of the 
eccentric doctor, proved this a mis- 
taken theory. After 
quaffing 
the 


magta water and returning to their 
youth of seventy years beiorc, they 
committed exactly the same grave 
wrongs, 
so that the doctor 
was 


made to exclaim, 'If the Fountain 
of Youth gushed at my ver>' feet, 
I would not stoop to bathe my lips 
in it— no, though its delirium were 
for years instead of moments. Such 
is the lesson ye have taught me.' 
"Another theory was that good- 


ness and beauty are 
inseparable 
that they cannot be disassociated. 
But Hawthorne proved that beauty 
is sometimes , very dangerous, as in 
his story, 'Rappaccmi's. Daughter,' 
Giovanni Guasconti, one of 
the 


handsomest young- men known, was 
so poisoned by the angelically beau- 
tiful Beatrice, that they were both 
death to any living creature upon 
which their breath fell. Their poison 
was absorbed from the flower gar- 
den, unequalled in beauty, of 
the 


soulless, scientific old scholar, the 
father of Beatrice. 
"In spite of Emersan's plea that 


there is no evil, Hawthorne shows 
that evil is real, is terrible and every 
act brings its own punishment. In 
his 'Scarlet Letter,' poor Hester af- 
terward 
became 
purified 
ana 


stronger from her error, but 
the 
Puritan rector, her partner in sin, 
continually drooped, finally dying 
of remorse; while her real husband, 
a scientist, good and kind, became 
the personification of 
rage 
and 


vitriolic hate. 
, 
"His 'House of Seven 
Gables 


shows that the 
non-conformists 


miss a great deal of the real joys 
of life. 'The Marble Faun' points out 
there is not always compensation to 
the unpremeditated wrong-doer. The 
hero a creature of instincts, so lar 
naturally good and kind, impulsive- 
ly murders a wrong-doer, only to 
become such a complex of evil. 
failure and perversion, as to 
be 


hopeless. Bringing the chief theories 
of transcendentalism to the 
acia 


test, Hawthorne proves that man 
must not be guided by his instincts 
and inclinations, for it is impossible 
to eradicate evil from this world.

the employee who had "talked too 
much" promptly lost his job. Fur- 
thermore, thcso "reformers" 
and 


"welfare" workers irm.de It their 
business to follow him up and made* 
it so hot for him that he could 
hardly secure or hold a situation 
elsewhere. Finally he had to leave 
town and eo to another city. 


Most of us know deserving poor 


and when we give direct we also 
have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the assistance has been prop- 
erly placed and tuat , every cent 
counts.

The manager 
told her that he was very sorry lor 
her but could do nothing for her at 
that time ns all food had been dis- 
tributed for the day and that they 
had no coal as yet to give away 
but were expecting some later de- 
spite the fact that a large coal 
company had donated a car load of 
coal to this society to bo distribut-' 
cd nmong the poor several days 
previous.'"Oh, just send mo a few 
Kciittle-s full please" she 
pleaded 


"My child is very sick and we arc 
so 'cold." "Sorry,1 replied the man- 
agcr, "But I told you we have no 
coal ns yet for distribution'1 nnd 
she let? tiic place crying. The wom- 
an had scarcely gone when the 
manager called up one of his driv- 
ers and ordered him to deliver five 
tons of coal to his own residence 
and a'so said: "Deliver another five 
tons to the residence of Secretary 
Blank, thus 'the coal that the fuel 
company donated in good faith for 
distribution among the poor went 
largely to fill the bins of the offi- 
cers of the concern who "Were all 


the message of the bell, the mes- 
sage it brought to them, as it toned 
above tho light laughter o? girls 
and the sharp cries of boys.

No longer did 
they await its clangor to tell that 
that English or trig or lab was over 
for the day.

terest In view of the recent discus-

She 
writes: 
"The

laborers 
are becoming 
more numerous, replacing the Ger- 
man-Russians who are decreasing 
in numbers due to their renting or 
buying: 
farms or entering 
other 


lines of work. This has a tendency 
to decrease the number of minors 
employed in 
the 
fields 
because, 


generally 
speaking, the Mexicans 


do not have as 
many children 111 
their families as do the Russians 
. . . Tho children who work In the 
beet fields are generally well treat- 
ed, fed, and clothed. They live out 
of doors and the exercise generally 
does not injure them. There is much 
difference in the child labor of tho 
beet districts as compared with the 
child labor of the larger factories 
where they are often confined 
to 


poorly ventilated and lighted quar- 
ters and have but one or two tiling 
to do continuously. The children 
generally have a rest period from 
10:30 a. m. until about 2:30 p. m , 
the warmest part of the day."

the one wo should make a determined effort to cor- 
rect? 


Included in the list of those to whom the questions 


were sent were Luther Burbank, the horticulturist; 
Henry A'an Dyke, author, clergyman and diplomat; 
Glenn Frank, editor and educator; Lorado Taft, sculp- 
tor; David Starr Jordan, university president, biolo- 
gist, world peace advocate; 
AVilliam Allen AVhite, 


editor; Edgar Lee Masters, poet and novelist; Hen- 
drik AVillem A'an Loon, historian, author; Agnes Rep- 
plier, essayist; S. Parke's Cadman, preacher; Fanny 
Hurst, author; AVilliam MacAndrew, superintendent 
Chicago schools; Edward AV. Bok, editor, and Cass 
Gilbert, architect.

Askwith did not see fit to include a number of the 
morVs distinguished industrial, business and commer- 
cial leaders of America.

inventory of 'our virtues and our vices. If the bal- 
ance were struck, 
it

could be otherwise than In the negative. It is ques- 
tionable -whether that which has happened justifies 
this result. 


JCo nation can be truthfully appraised for a given 


term of years. The record of a people througrh their 
entire tortuous path 
oC progress and decay must 


speak for itself. 
Civilizations have risen and have 


disappeared from the face of the earth leaving only 
a slight trace in influencing the thought and the lives 
of those future peoples -,\ho follow. It took more than 
a thousand years Of constant, bloody struggle to im- 
plant the spirit of freedom m the minds of men. 
Back in tho early days of Engli&h history was the 
beginning of that contest which \\as to find fruition 
in the establishment of the America of today. 


Is it unpatriotic and unappreclativc to suggest that 


the seed for the bright flower of American achieve- 
ment and progress was planted by other men living 
in other ages than ours? 


It has been the responsibility oi the people of this 


country to bring this flower to its full glory without 
pollution. It is still too early to determine how well 
we have succeeded. In some respects wo have come 
through most remaikably and we can take pride and 
comfort m that knowledge. Xo civilization has ever 
lived so well as the people of America. No nation 
has ever wrested such a large measure of immunity 
from poverty. No nation, with such a large oppor- 
tunity for individual corruption of spirit and mind 
and body, has ever succeeded in keeping its life so 
clean from these contaminating currents of destruc- 
tion as America. 
No nation ever made larger or 


more general use of the natural wealth and re- 
sources which God placed on this earth because other 
peoples permitted only a comparative few to bask m 
their golden radiance. 


Because the individual has been so splendidly glori- 


fied in this America of the last 150 years, world 
thought and world habits of living have undergone 
tremendous 
transformations. 
The 
individualistic 


view has characterized our business, industrial and 
commercial methods. 
H 
has fashioned our social 


habits. Even in our religious thought it has sup- 
plied tho warm current of vitality.

All other criticisms of American life sink into ob- 


livion in comparison to this suggestion that we arc 
becoming indifferent to the sacred blessings of lib- 
erty. Most of our other vices have, their roots im-_ 
planted in this menacing soil. Intolerance, ignorance, 
excessive law-making, lawlessness, and self-compla- 
cency can all be traced directly to the failure of the 
American people to recognize the importance of the 
individual in the scheme of government. 


A thoughtful citizen of this community, in friendly 


conversation, expressed 
thankfulness 
that he had 


lived in the fifty years preceding 1914, rather than 
to continue to live during the halt century following 
Ihe war. He had seen government subverted from 
the original purposes for which it vas created in 
11ns country. 
He had seen it take on the coat of 


paternalism; had witnessed tho amazing mad craze 
of its citizens to settle everything by passing "laws;" 
had with sorrow marked the tendency to make thought 
and action and living conform to a mass standard. 
His heart was heavy because the individual had been 
so largely stripped of action, of- independent thought 
and speech. AVill the thinking citizens of this coun- 
try take note of where the trail is leading us? 
Its 


influence is not restricted 
to those matters of a 


strictly governmental 
consideration, because, after 


all, government determines the life habits of those 
who comprise its citizenship. Crush freedom at the 
behest of legislation of a paternalistic nature and 
you strangle individual initiative and genius. 
You 


rob America of its greatest driving forec—the jn-cat- 
est incentive and inspiration ever given into the care 
and keeping of any people of any age. 


AVe still sco this land of ours in the glorious lights 


of the past. Us material progress and achievements 
confound human experience. Tt.s generosity, its clean- 
ness, its essential sense of fairness and justice stand 
out in magnificent relief against the sum total of 
civilizations which have flourished find died. 
lib 


flaming idealism, dormant now because we nrc so 
rich that we do not faco the grim emergency of suf- 


fering and sacrifice and misery, has lighted every 
coiner of the globe. 
AVe still see this country more 


tolerant than others, more charitable, inoro intelli- 
gent and energetic. May we never sec the day when 
the one blessing which has been largely responsible 
for these virtues s,hall cease to exist because of our 
folly for a nation moulded by man-made laws. 


INDUSTRIALIZING AGRICULTURE. 


Industrialization of the farm is the remedy pro- 


posed by Delmar F. Hubbell, a writer in the Xew 
York Herald Tribune, for tho ills that now beset agri- 
culture in many parts of the country. 
Mr. Hubbell 


says that*industry has conformed to economic law, 
while agriculture has failed to do so and it is in con- 
sequence 100 years behind industry. 


In the first place, it is declared, the manner of farm 


financing would be called dangerous and unsound if 
resorted to in industry, for ic consists of mortgages 
and bank loans on a creditor basis. In industry, on 
the other hand, public participation is through the 
sale of stock, which gives widespread partnership, 
with sufficient capital for development and expan- 
sion and the consequent lowering of ceet. 


Mr. Hubbell advocates the consolidation of farms 


on a large scale, say 100 units where one now exists, 
the owners retaining interest through stock, the 
whole managed by one highly capable farmer, with 
nine fairly capable ones as directors. For these hun- 
dred farms purchased and sales could be consoli- 
dated, resources pooled, unfertile soil eliminated, out 
of date machinery done a\vay with and useless build- 
ings abandoned. 
There would be an end of the 


present endless, futile duplication of effort and in- 
evitably there would be a lowering of the cost of 
production. 
In this connection it is stated that if 


it became nece&sary to organize the cereal growers 
of the country into some effective selling unit it 
would be far easier to organize them if there were 
100 managers than if there were 10,000 farmers. 


It Is recalled that 150 years ago the craftsman put 


up a strenuous fight against factory production and 
it is stated that the farmer now makes the same 
objection to consolidati^i. He is reminded, however, 
that ownership of land may be represented by a stock 
certificate as well as by a deed and that his share 
of profit may be larger as a dividend than as the 
annual surplus of his own acreage. It is the small, 
hardup farmer, who must dump his product, who 
causes the depression in 
prices and- the frequent 


crises, it is declared, and farming on the industrial 
basis is pointed to as the remedy. 


Co-operative marketing is being- developed rapidly 


m this country and is having much to do with bet- 
tering the condition of the producer. 
Perhaps Mr. 


Hubbell is right and that consolidation and cor- 
porate control from start to finibh would be even 
moie effective. 
The fact that it does away with 


individual initiative, as well as personal manage- 
ment and interest, 
however, 
is certain to put a 


damper on his suggestion, at least for a considerable 
time to come.

SALARIES OF JUDGES. 


Charles Evans Hughes and John W. Davis should 


vnow as much about American courts ds any two 
nen in America. Both of them occupy distinguished 
positions in the legal profession. Mr. Hughes was 
•ecognized as a great lawyer before he scived as a 
-nember of the United States supreme court. 
Mr. 


Davis has won equally deserved honors among the 
bar of this country. So when Mr. Hughes and Mr. 
Davis appear before the House Judiciary committee 
n support of a bill to increase the pay of all judges 
n all federal courts, their opinions call for the most 
•espeetful attention. 


Former Justice Hughes dropped his habitual re- 


serve and calmness m pleading for a better-paid 
udiciary. He said that under present conditions, 
awyers of real ability could not be attracted to the 
bench. Mr. Davis was equally critical. 
If present 


salaries arc to continue, he suggested, judges should 


required to take "the oath of celibacy so as not 


,o expose their 
dependents 
to 
the hardships of 


poverty." 


Higher salaries probably are needed in order to 


enlist the services of the finest lawyers of this 
country. 
Men of splendid attainments ana largo 


earning capacity but lacking large pi ivate fortunes 
cannot be expected to sacrifice themselves for posi- 
tions which do not pay a sufficient salary to enable 
them to maintain their families in fitting style. 
But 


the judiciary is not the sole victim of this situation: 
It extends to all branches of public service. 
It has 


ong been recognized and accepted that the people 
cannot afford to compete with private enterprise in 
bidding for the services of the most brilliant and 
the most capable men. 
"When they are hired into 


public servfte it is recognized that many of them are 
actuated by the motive of attempting to settle in 
part the debt which they owe government. They de- 
sire to spend a portion of their lives in other than 
selfish service and so they offer their talents to their 
country. 


Nor will higher salaries and more competent judges 


undo the mess which law has 
gotten into. 
The 


remedy calls for more drastic action. Simplification 
of procedure and a higher conception of public re- 
sponsibility on the part of the legal profession—these 
arc the steps which will do morn to reinstate confi- 
dence in the courts than hiking the salaries of the 
men who rut on tlic bench.

Star: If you will allow me a little 
space, I would liko to say a. few 
words in regard to your editorial 
of January 19, in regard to your 
Cozad, Neb., farmer,} who cleared 
$10,000 for seven years off a 160- 
aere farm that he bought seven 
years ago for ?14,000. 
He had to 


sell an 80-acre farm for $8,000 with 
a mortgage of $3,000 and his per- 
sonal property for ?2,000 to buy this 
farm. 
Ills having cleared $10,000 


and over for seven years, he must 
have been irv debt at least $7,000 
when he bought it. 
Besides ha 


must have bought all his personal 
property on time, as you stated he 
sold them when he bought this 
gold mine. 


So he must have been in debt at 
least $7,000 'on the farm and $?,000 
for implements and horses and a 
cow and pigs. I will admit that a 
farmer on an irrigated farm can 
raise a crop almost every year, 
wlule the lest of us raise a crop 
every other year. Very little corn, 
goes GO bushels to an acre on up 
ground, and it is a very -good thing 
that it doesn't. As all the big men 
say, there is an over production 
right now. What would it be if we 
all raised crops as this farmer at 
Cozad, Neb. 
Corn would not be 


worth 10 cents per bushel, so that 
would' not help much. AVhat I am 
surprised at more than anything, is 
that this farmer at Cozad would 
buy a farm mortgage of $10,000 
every year that orvly draws 5 or 
3Va per cent interest, which would 
not be over S350 a. year, when he is 
making $10,000 on a $14,000 invest- 
ment, which would be o\er 70 per 
cent. 
Is he afraid that the banks 


at Cozad will not hold all the 
money? 


If this were me, I would buy 


more land and take the 70 per 
cent and not fool with an,y more 
farm loans that draw only 5 and 5ys 
per cent interest. 


I wonder why the Hon. Governor 


of Nebraska does not send this man 
to AVashington to see the presi- 
dent. Ho could tell him what is the 
matter with the farmer.

very core of America, had become 


a national calamity, working hard- 
ship upon untold numbers of busi- 
ness concerns and inconveniencing 
millions Of individuals. 
In a few days the embargo was 


lifted, the system re-oiled and set 
to running, and a 
definite start 


made toward restored normality. 


Atterbury Unravelled Tangle. 
Strangely enough, the man most 


instrumental in accomplishing- this 
miracle was the general superin- 
tendent, from Altoona. A life-long 
specialist in motive power, he dem- 
onstrated special ability in a de- 
partment which was presumed to 
be outside his expenonce—that oC 
operation. 
His suggestions, based 


on skilled perception of the best 
means of unravelling- the tanprled 
skein of traffic, restored the del- 
icate process of transportation 


To show how delicate this pro- 


cess has become, consider a recent 
case. The 
Pennsylvia wished to 


establish a 24-hour train between 
St. Louis and New York, leaving 
St. Louis at nine o'clock (central 
time) and arriving in New York at 
ten o'clock (eastern time). 
There 


was only one way in wh.lch such a 
train could be scheduled—to leave 
St. Louis at 8:58 and arrive in New 
York at 10:05. 


William Wallace Atterbury went 


back to Altoona 
President Cas- 


satt returned to his Philadelphia 
headquarters with the knowledge 
that the tie-up had served one good 
turn. He had discovered a trans- 
portation genius who was destined 


to bo of great service to the com- 
pany. 
Mr. Cassatt was not a man to de- 


lay. He determined to give Atter- 
bury Instant recognition. 
"We can use him as general man- 
ager east of Pittsburgh and Erie," 
he decided. 
The directors agreed. It was a 


splendid promotion for a man as 
young: as this one. 
Late in 1902, ths general superin- 


tendent of motive power received 
a summons from Mr. Cassatt. 


Was Promoted Immediately. 


"Atterbury," he was 
told, 
"we 


want you to become general man- 
ager of the lines east of Pittsburgh 
and Erie effective January 1, 1903." 
It was a mere matter ol six 


years before Atterbury become fifth 
vice-president in charge of trans- 
portation. 
This was i« 1909. 
In 


1911 he assumed the fourth vice- 
presidency. 
The next year. 1912, 


when the 
practice of designating 


these officials numerically was dis- 
continued, he became vice-president 
in charge of operation. Whije thus 
serving he was elected president o£ 
the American Railway association, 
composed -of railroad presidents. 


After the United States entered 


the World war in 1917 and General 
Pershing went to France^he threw 
up his hands »hen he sot a good 
idea of existing transportation fa- 
cilities. 
America would have to 


build many railway lines of its own 
and harmonize these with those of 
the allies. It was a monumental 
problem. 
"Send the best available railroad 


man in the United States," the gen- 
eral asked Washington 
Secretary of War Baker made 


due investigation 
and 
then dis- 


patched 
Atterbury to France as 
director general of transportation, 
with the commission 
of brigadier 


general. 
His success canned him 


decorations from four governments. 


When government operation of 


railways ceased in this country in 
J920, General ' Attorbury returned 
to his old post i\ith the Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1D_'4 he became vice pres- 
ident without designation, so that 
he might assist President Samuel 
Rea 
When the latter was auto- 


matically retired at the age 
of 


seventy 
in 
1925, Atterbury was 


elected to the presidency.
